“Some  men,”  Carchdi  tells  .us, 
“take  pictures  with  two  dollar  box 
cameras  while  others  use  expen- 
sive cameras  with  elaborate  ac- 
cessories that  cost  . one  rumored 
limes  that  much.” 

Read  Up  On  It  . 

A few  Academics  have  develop-] 
ed  bevond  the  hobby  stage  and 
are  exploring  library  books  on  the 
subject  in  order  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  .commercial  photog- 
raphy. Carchidi  is  one  of  these 
and  he  feels  that  the  experience 
that  he  and  others  are  getting

Whether  they  are  considering 
photography  from  the  professional 
angle  or  merely  as  . a fascinating 
hobby,  all  of  these.  Academics  are, 
in  some . way,  being  rewarded  by 
their  interest  in  it.  Photography 
is  a creative  hobby,  the 'Academics 
claim,  in  which  anyone  can  be- 
come reasonably  proficient,  a hob-

An  avjd  follower  of  all  sports 
and  a participant  in  many,  Lieu- 
tenant Fannin  is  well  known  in 
local  sporting  circles  having  been 
stationed  at  Fort  Benning.  from 
his  original  enlistment  in  1926 
until  1942. 

Works  Way  Up 
During  that.  16-year  span,  Fan- 
nin worked  his  way  from  a buck 
private  to  technical  sergeant,  aid- 
ing in  the  planning  and  construc- 
tion of  such  soldier-built  enter- 
prises as  Doughboy  Stadium,  the 
Golf  Course,  the  Children’s  School, 
Russ  Pool  and  the  Post  bowling 
alleys. 

All  the  projects  were  built  with 
the  aid  of  soldiers,  stationed  at 
[the  Post..  Fannin  was  labor  fore- 
man and  assistant  ‘ construction 
foreman  on  most  of  the  projects. 

When  C^mp  Rucker,  Ala.,  was 
activated  early  in  1942,  Fannin 
Was  transferred  to  the  new  site  to 
become  chief  non-com  in  charge 
of  athletics.  He  was  given  a di- 
rect commission  as  a second  lieu- 
tenant the  following  August  and 
made ' special  services  officer  for 
the  camp..  - 

Organized  Sports 
Lieutenant  Fannin  stayed  at 
Rucker  prganizing  boxing,  wrest- 
ling, golf,  basketball,  football,! 
baseball,  and  other  tourneys  and 
produced,  several  athletes  who 
won  fame  in  inter-state  and 
southern  competitions.  , 

In  June  of  1944  Lieutenant 
’annin . was  sent  to  England  and 
'ranee  to  aid  in  the  direction  of 
athletic  programs,  setting  up  rec- 
reationfel  programs  for  soldiers  re- 
turned from  the,,  front.  He  return- 
ed to  the  States  last  November 
and  after— serving  for  a brief  pe- 
riod at  Fort  Meade,  was  assigned 
to  Fort  Benning. 

While  at  Fort  Benning  ir 
pre-war  days.  Lieutenant  Fannin 
coaphed  boxing  and  wrestling 
teams  and  he  contemplates  a re- 
vival of  the  two  sports.  In  eight 
of  the  12  years,  Fannin  coached 
boxing  teams  at  Benning  he  turn- 
ed out  leather  pushers  who  .were 
good  enough  to  sock  their  way  to 
Golden  Glove  championships^  for 
the  Southeastern  area  and  into, the 
national  championship  finals. 

Lieutenant  Fannin  is  married  to 
a Columbus  girl,  the  former  Mar-

If  the  blues  do  j 'M 
not  become  available,  the  olive’ 
drab  jackets  - and  trousers  will 
serve  for  both  duty  and  dress.

President  Orders: 
Tighten  the  Belt! 


"Cut  Down  Edible  Waste”  is  the  order  of  the 
day  in  -Army  messes  all  over  the  world  and  is 
part  of  the  War  Department’s  drive  to  help 
make  effective  President  Truman’s  “tighten  the 
belt”  feed  campaign  to  relieve  the  international  ' 
food  crisis. 

The  other  way  of  putting  the  same  slogan 
is  “more  food  in  the  stomach  and  less  in  the 
■garbage  can.”  This  is  being  accomplished,  ac- 
■ cording  to  the  Quartermaster  Corps,  fay  cutting 
down  over  preparation,  making  the  food  more 
attractive  through  eye  appeal,  strict  adherence 
to  the  quantities,  authorized  in  Army  messes  and 
studying  the  food  preferences  of  soldiers  at  each 
mess.  Of  course,  just  like  the  housewife,  the 
Quartermasters  are  finding  new  methods  of  uti- 
lizing left-overs  when  there  are  any.  , ] 

. Study  of  food  preferences,  according  to  toe 
- Quartermaster  Corps,  -is  one  of  the  best  ways 
in  which  to  conserve  food.  As  an  example  it 
has  been  found,  that  when  goulash  and  rice 
are  served  a certain  number  of  soldiers  prefer 
the  goulash  without  the  rice.  By  careful  ob- 
servation in  such  cases,  the  Army  has  learned 
•.-that  when  goulash  and  rice  are  on  the  menus 
it  is  advisable  to  cook  less  rice,  .thereby  saving 
thousands  of  pounds  of  this  cereal.  Food  pref- 
erences when  they  have  been  carefully  tabu- 
' la  ted  for  as  many  men  as  there  are  in  the  Army 
will  enable  the  Quartermaster  Corps  to  deter- 
mine the  exact  quantities  that  must  be  pur- 
chased to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Aymy  at  vary- 
ing stages  of  its  size. 

. The  Army  also  has  learned  that  proper  re- 
frigeration plays  an  important  part  in  food  con- 
servation. In  the  “cut  down  the  edible  waste” 
drive  to  help  in.  the  food  crisis  Army  cooks  never 
leave  anything"  out  on  the  preparation  tables 
so  it  can  spoil.  Food,  except  at  the  time  it  is  in 
the  course  of  actual  preparation  for  meals,  is 
kept  in  toe  refrigerator  and  this  prevents  rapid 
spoilage  and  makes  it  tough  for  the  garbage 
men. 

The  Army  is  making  a drive  as. part. of  the 
world  food  conservation  campaign  to  exceed 
in  1946  all  previous  records  it  has  established 
in  reducing  the  -amount  of  edible  waste.  One  of 
the  leading  measures  it ‘is  taking  in  this  drive 


is  to  make  food  more  eye  appealing.  As  every 
housewife  knows,  an  attractively  served  meal, 
is  an  aid  Ao  appetite  and  when  served  that  way 
there  is -little  left,  on'  the  plate  unconsumed. 

All  Army  commands  have  received  the  fol- 
lowing instructibns  on  .the  conservation  of  food 
to  help  meet  the  world  food  crisis,  thfe,  War 
Department  .announced itoday.  ' \ t ■ , 

“The  critical  level  of  the  world’s  available 
food  supply  has  again  been  forcefully  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  public  by  the  announce- 
ment of  the  President  of  the  United  States.  He 
stressed  toe  necessity  for  immediate  aggressive 
action,  to  conserve  supply.  The  level  of  supply 
has  already  dwindletMo  a point,  in  many  coun- 
tries, where  the  quantity '.necessary  to  sustain 
life  is  rapidly,  vanishing..  Starvation  in  some 
countries  is  imminent,  .and  in  others,  a stark 
reality.  Action  to  avert  a 1 threatened  world 
catastrophe  becomes  a matter  of  prime  con-, 
cern  to  every  * American.  Disaster  can  be 
ta voided  oniy  by  toe  application  of  strict  econ- 
‘ omies,  full  utilization  of  all  food  producing  re- 
sources, and  an  equitable  distribution  of-  the 
available  supply.  , 'j : ■ ' 

“The  Army,  being  the  largest  single  consu- 
mer of  food  supplies,  will  be  a very  vital  factor 
in  the  achievement  of  an  effective  : food  con- 
servation program.  . To  meet  realistically  toe 
Army’s  responsibility  becoipes  an  immediate  ob- 
ligation of  all  echelons  of  Command.  The  Army 
must:  give  the  best  possible  supervision  to  the 
unit  mess;  maintain  highest  possible  standards 
by  keeping  trained  personnel  ir>  messes;  ad- 
just master  menus  to  meet  local- consumption 
levels:  draw  only  sufficient  rations' to  mess  per*-- 
, sonnel;  utilize  food  which  might  otherwise  spoil 
if  kept  beyond  safe  storage  period;  utilize  fat 
rendering  facilities,  central  meat  cutting  plants 
and  pastry  shops  to  the  fullest  advantage.” 

, The  Arrpy,  already  under  strict  regulations 
of  the  Quartermaster  Corps  food  conservation 
will’  endeavor  to  pass  its  1945  food  economics 
and  “meet  | every  requirement  of  the  President’s 
program  for  food  ‘ conservation  in  1946,  the  War 
Department  Stated. 

' It’s  up  to  each  one  of  us  at  Fort  Bemling  to 
co-operate  in  this  food  saving  campaign.  Let’s 
make  it'  100  per  cent!  •
